come without families, know none of 
of the attachments of home or domes- 
tic surroundings. 
They live in holes, 
sleep on shelves, subsist on rice and 
other food imported 
from 
China. 
They do not assimilate witTi our civili 
zation on the Pacific coast. The work 
of the factory and domestic service is 
in a great measure monopolized by 
them so that the interests of the labor- 
women and children, no less than that 
of the men, are involved in the disaster 
ousand unequal conflicts between the 
two races, one of »higher, the other of 
a lower civilization. 


They have almost entirely driven 
the whites from the cigar, boot and 
shoe and clothing factories. They are 
also exclusively employed in woolen 
and broom manufactories, and the 
canning of fruits and fish. Ihe laun- 
dry work is completely in their hands; 
and, in fact, there is scarcely any 
employment or 
manufacturers 
in 
which they have not entered and 
supplanted 
the 
Caucasian. 
Our 
skilled laborers—men who have spent 
years without employment during the 
day, and return at night iu despair to 
their impoverished homes and desti- 
tute families. 
Our boys are no longer 
apprentices, and are growing up in 
idleness, without work and wiihout 
trades. 
Our girls are driven from 
domestic service. 
No one can hope 
to compete with tbe Chinese in any 
branch of labor in which they choose 
to enter,unless he sinks to their level, 
gives up all home and family ties, 
lives fis the Chinese do, and becoming 
as they, a mere human machine. 


The Mongolian evil has reached us, 
and is now destroying us. 
It will 
soon be upon you. 
It is not so far 
from New York to San Francisco as 
it is from Hong Kong to San Fran- 
cisco. 
The 
iOO,000,00) of Chinese 
have awakened from their slumberj of 
ages, and unless their influx is checked 
they will H )od the eastern states, as 
they have the Pacific coast. 
We can 
hope for no relief from the republi- 
can party. 
That party, and especi- 
ally Garfield, have always worked to 
promote Chinese immigration to this 
country, and give the Chinese the 
right of suffrage. In 1869, Garfield 
showed by his vote in congress that

The Morey liCtler. 


The position of Garfield before the
